All attractions in this package tour are directly 
related to the River. /t includes admission to all of 
the attractions shown on this brochure and a 
meal at a fully-licensed Niagara Parks Restaurant.

For groups of 30 persons or more, this tour is 
available daily (by reservation at least one week 
in advance) from May 24 to Labour Day. 

For individuals and families, this tour is available 
on weekends only from May 24 to the last Friday 
in June, and dai/y from the last Saturday in June 
to Labour Day. It can be purchased at our “Tours 
and Information” Booths in Queen Victoria 
Park, Niagara Falls, Ontario, near the Canadian 
“Horseshoe” Falls at: 

(1) Table Rock House at the brink of the 

“Horseshoe”; 

(2) Victoria Park Restaurant at the junction of 

the Niagara Parkway and Murray Street; 

(3) Princess Elizabeth Building on the Niagara 

Parkway at the foot of Clifton Hill. 

(4) It may also be purchased at the Whirlpool 
Spanish Aero Car on the Niagara Parkway 
5.5 km (3-1/2 miles) north of the ‘“Horseshoe”’ 
Falls. 

The time required for this tour is approximately 
6 hours. You may complete this entire tour in 
one day OR complete Section No. 1 on one day 
and Section No. 2 on the next day. 


Itinerary 


Section No. 1 - Falls Area 


Arrive at Table Rock House at the brink of 
the Canadian Horseshoe Falls. Take Viewmobile 
Tour of Queen Victoria Park including stops for 
the Table Rock Scenic Tunnels and the Maid 
of the Mist Boat Tour. There are also many 
opportunities for gift and souvenir shopping 
along this route at Table Rock House, Victoria 
Park Gift Shop, Princess Elizabeth Building, 
Clifton Gate Store and the Rainbow Plaza. 
Popular free attractions along this route include 
Queen Victoria Park gardens, Oakes Garden Theatre, 
Niagara Parks Greenhouse and Dufferin Islands. 


Section No. 2 - Lower River 
and Gorge 


Board a Double Deck Bus in Queen Victoria 
Park. Free attraction areas on the Double-Deck 
Bus Route include Queenston Heights Park, Niagara 
Glen Nature Area and the Niagara Parks School 
of Horticulture. 

A meal (either lunch or dinner) is included in 
this tour package and can be obtained on the 
Double Deck Bus route at e/ther (your choice) 
the Whirlpool Golf Club House OR the Queenston 
Heights Restaurant, both fully-licensed. 

Tour stops at Great Gorge Trip; Niagara 
Spanish Aero Car; and Niagara’s famous Floral 
Clock (free). Return to Queen Victoria Park via 
Double Deck Bus.
